the very inscription and image, 
of Caesar that was placed on 
the coin. History says that 
they were so religious that they 
would not carry a denarius be- 
cause of the image on the coin, 
but Jesus showed them how 
foolish this was. He called for 
a coin and they brought it to 
Him. Was he afraid of it? Did 
He refuse to take hold of and 
examine it? I am sure that He 
did not act so foolishly as this, 
but He gave them to understand 
that they should pay tribute 
(taxes) and as it was required 
that they should pay with the 
regular authorized currency 
though Caesar’s image was on 
it, they were to use this co 
and be obedient to the law in 
paying their taxes. 

Jesus here showed the self 
righteous Pharisees how fanati- 
cal they were in their refusing 
to use the Roman currency, 

Some might think that this 
sect of religionists are all dead, 
but I heard of some of them 
only a few days ago. They had 
become so religious (?) and 80 
fearful that they would wor- 
ship images, that they destroy- 
ed everything in their house 
that had a flower or any carved 
work on it, such as beds, stoves, 
dressers, pictures hanging on 
the wall, photographs or any- 
thing that appeared to them as 
being an image.

Text, 1 Pet. 3:18. “For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, 
the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being 
put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the spirit.” 

Why did He suffer? That He 
might bring us to God. Did He 


suffer for the just? No, He suf- 


fered for the unjust. 

Another writer said, “While 
we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us.” Dear brother, think of 
Him as He was in the garden 
praying, and His sweat as it 
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were great drops of blood. Was 
His prayer in vain? No. We‘ 
believe that His prayer was 
that the Father might strength- 
en Him and make Him able to 
endure the cross and complete 
the full plan of redemption for 
us. 

Did He murmur or complain? 
No. We find in Isa. 53:7, “He 
was oppressed, and he was af- 
flicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth: He is brought as a lamb 
to the slaughter, and as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so 
he openeth not his mouth.” 

In Matt. 27:29, we find Him 
in the judgment hall of Pilate. 
There the soldiers put upon Him 
a crown of thorns; spit upon 
Him; smote Him on the head 
and mocked Him, saying, “Hail, 
King of the Jews!” Did He 
complain? No! He willingly 
suffered for us. 

After this, they took Him to 
the cross and there they cruci- 
fied Him. While on the cross 
we hear Him say, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” After He had submitted 
Himself to God in the garden to 
die, His suffering was so intense 
that it seemed God had turned 
His face away, and we hear 
Him say in His agony, “Why 
hast thou forsaken me?” Why 
did the Father forsake Him? 
As He was dying for the sins 
of the world, He had to die the 
death of a sinner man. 

We wish to speak a few words 
now on suffering for Jesus, In 
1 Pet. 2:21 we hear Peter say, 
“For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also suf- 
fered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow his 
steps.” We all like to sing, 
enjoy His presence; but what 
about suffering for Him? 

We read of Paul in 1 Cor. 
4:11-12, being hungry, thirsty 
and naked; had no certain 
dwelling place; being reviled, 
he blessed; being persecuted, he 
suffered. 

Dear reader, it would bea 
blessing to some of us to have 
to suffer. It would give us 
more patience, more grace, 
more power, fire and love for 
Him and His church. 

As ministers, we should be 
willing to go preach without the 
promise of a penny. We have 
some ministers in the Church 
of God who when asked to take 
a church or district of churches, 
will ask about the financial 
part.
